1. Government should declare those areas of West Bengal, Biher 
and Madras where starvation has started as famine areas. 


| 2. Y“oodzrairs should be distributed at fair ~riees in eities and 
deficit areas throngh people's food commitiecs, 


= 43, So ration eute should be allowed in labor areas, Cheap rations 
ahoutd be supplied *or entire families of workers. 


4&. “ood stoe’s of wrofiteers and land lords should be seized and 
the sesponsibilities to make th's seizure should be antrusted 
to paoplets volunteers. 


5. Mo foreible seigure of foodgrains from pessants should be allowed 
and thev should be piven fair voricee. 


&. Food must be imported from abroad to fill the shortage. An anti- 
imnar‘alist stand shovid be taken and food should be im-orted 
from Soviet Union and other rew democrac’es. Now the Government, 
ig snending balf of its budget on military account; this figure 
must be lowered and food should be purchased with that amount. 


7. Barron lands and vovernment—owned lands should be distr tuted 
amonx poor neasants and financial selp showld elso be given to 
Shem to do the cultivation, ‘

They 
are elso determined to contime feudalistic systems in rural areas, owevern 
much the sufferivgs of the people may be. They are erger to ‘nevease police 
budgets but they do not eare to spend envy money for flood control, irrigation 
| and nower peneration. So it ig absolutely useless to ex~ect amrthing from 
2 government of this nature, The only way oven te the people now is to 
lauvich an unstinted stmggle ageinst these rulers, I+ shovid be remem! ered 
that they are slready cornered and hunger—-processions ere being taken ows 
in Malebar, Bihar, West Bengal and Poone, The peonle ‘ave foreibiy 
aeeunied viee stoc’s in some areas of Rihar, Assam and Bengs) (Nadia 
Jistriet) and the eovernment is hitting them with the help of the police. 


Many leftist and otter anti-government orranizations have started movements 
on the igsvue of food, The rain purpose of these movements is to expose 

the rovermmenit, and to show thet ther are unable to feed the people. But 
these sroups do wot go out for some h'rpher type of revolutionary struggle.
